the  accounts  and  his  status  under  the  Act  may  be 
made;  provided  that  representations  by  or  on 
behalf  of  the  employee  are  made  to  the  Superan¬ 
nuation  Commissioner  on  or  before  December  31st,

No  refunds  of  premium  deductions  shall  be 
authorized  pursuant  to  this  regulation  except  for 
the  foregoing  reasons.

belong  to  the  municipality. 
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19.  Nolhing  in  these  Letters  Patent  shall  impair 
or  affect  the  rights  of  any  creditor  of  I'he  Cor¬ 
poration  of  the  City  of  Cumberland  as  incorpo¬ 
rated  under  the  former  Letters  Patent,  and  the 
municipality  as  incorporated  under  these  Letters 
Patent  shall  be  liable  for  and  subject  to  and  shall 
pay,  discharge,  carry  out,  and  perform  all  the 
debts,  liabilities,  obligations,  contracts,  and  duties 
of  The  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Cumberland 
which  are  existing  at  the  elfective  date  hereof. 

20.  Subject  always  to  paragraphs  18  and  19  of 
these  Letters  Patent,  all  the  by-laws,  regulations, 
rights,  resolutions,  and  licences  of  whatsoever  kind 
or  description  passed,  made,  enacted,  granted,  or 
issued  by  the  Council  of  The  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Cumberland  in  so  far  as  they  are  within  the 
powers  of  a  village  municipality  shall  remain  in 
full  force  and  effect  in  and  for  the  municipality 
until  such  time  as  they  or  any  of  them  may  be 
repealed  or  amended  by  the  Council  of  the  munici¬ 
pality.

“FIRE  MARSHAL  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  Regula¬ 
tions  Governing  the  Approval,  Sale,  Installation, 
and  Maintenance  of  Od-burners  and  Oil-burning 
Equipment  and  Appliances  Using  Inflammable 
Liquids  as  Fuel,  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Fire  Mar¬ 
shal  Act,”  be  amended  as  follows:  — 

Regulation  7.— By  striking  out  of  the  definition 
of  “  supply-tank,”  in  the  second  line,  the  word 
“  fifty-five  ”  and  substituting  “  three  hundred.” 

By  striking  out  of  the  last  paragraph,  in  the  third, 
fourth,  and  fifth  lines,  the  words  “  Elliott,  Abel, 
Abel-Pensky,  or  the  Tag  closed-cup  tester,  the 
Tag  closed-cup  tester  to  be  conclusive  in  case  of 
dispute,”  and  substituting  “Tagliabue  closed-cup 
tester  for  flash-points  below  175  degrees  Fahr.  and 
the  Pensky-Martens  closed  tester  for  flash-points 
over  175  degrees  Fahr.” 

Regulation  7. — By  striking  out  this  regulation, 
and  substituting  the  following:  — 

“7.  ( 1 )  All  tanks  used  in  connection  with  oil- 
burners  may  be  buried  underground  or  located 
above  ground;  provided,  however,  that  tanks 
buried  underground  shall  be  so  buried  that  the  top 
of  the  tank  is  not  less  than  three  feet  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground.  All  tanks  which  are  de¬ 
signed  for  or  are  used  as  underground  storage  for 
oil  fuel  shall  be  made  of  galvanized  steel,  open- 
hearth  steel,  or  wrought  iron,  and  shall  have  the 
seams  thereof  riveted  and  caulked,  braze-welded, 
or  electro-welded  in  such  a  manner  that  the  seam- 
joint  shall  be  mechanically  and  hydraulically  tight. 
All  such  tanks  shall  be  made  rust-proof  by  being 
dipped  in  or  painted  with  at  least  one  thick  coat  of 
asphaltum  or  other  rust-resisting  paint. 

“(2)  Supply-tanks  used  in  connection  with  oil- 
burners  and  located  above  ground  shall  be  located 
on  the  lowest  floor  of  any  building  and  limited  to 
300  gallons  capacity,  and  shall  be  placed  not  less 
than  ten  feet  from  any  oil-burner  and  not  less  than 
twelve  inches  from  any  combustible  wall  or  par¬ 
tition.  Not  more  than  one  such  tank  shall  be 
located  in  any  building.  Where  it  is  not  possible 
to  place  the  tank  as  above,  the  provisions  of  Regu¬ 
lation  6  (c)  shall  apply.  Such  inside  supply-tanks 
shall  be  provided  with  a  device  at  the  fill-point  to 
indicate  the  oil  level  in  the  tank.” 


“  12.  No  tank  shall  be  covered  in  or  used  before 
it  and  all  its  fittings  have  been  inspected  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  an  officer.  Where  the  officer  is  not  able 
to  approve  the  installation,  he  may  require  the 
installer  to  certify  in  writing  to  him  that  the  instal¬ 
lation  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  regulations.” 

Regulation  16. — By  striking  out  the  period  at 
the  end  of  the  regulation  and  inserting  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  “  and  all  vent-pipes  shall  terminate  outside 
any  building.” 

Regulation  17. — By  striking  out  all  the  words  of 
this  regulation  after  “  ten  feet  ”  in  the  eighth  line. 

Regulation  36. — By  striking  out  the  figures  “  26  ” 
in  the  second  line,  and  substituting  “  25.” 

Regulation  41. — By  inserting  in  the  sidenote  of 
clause  (/),  after  “Location,”  the  words  “and  in¬ 
stallation.” 

By  striking  out,  in  the  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  and 
ninth  lines  of  subsection  (2)  of  clause  (/),  the 
following:  “These  stands  shall  be  constructed 
from  solid  foundations  on  the  ground  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  supply-tank,”  and  substituting  the 
following:  “  Where  more  than  one  supply-tank  is 
used,  such  tanks  shall  be  connected  to  the  feed-pipe 
leading  to  the  burner  through  a  manually  operated 
approved  three-way  valve  in  such  a  manner  that 
only  one  tank  can  discharge  its  contents  at  any 
one  time.  In  all  such  cases  the  aggregate  capacity 
shall  not  exceed  110  gallons.  The  stands  shall  be 
constructed  from  solid  foundations  on  the  ground 
in  such  a  manner  that  the  supply-tank  or  tanks.” 

By  striking  out  the  figures  “  26  ”  in  the  last  line 
of  clause  (g),  and  substituting  “25.”

PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (I)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Standing  Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House 
until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  (I)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(h)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 


affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House. 

(2)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and  peti¬ 
tion  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited 
in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session  or  if 
the  petition  has  not  been  presented  to  the  House 
within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount 
to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars. 
If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  until 
this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  toll- 
bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Standing  Order 
100,  also  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask, 
the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  small- 
pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good 
paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when 
folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  IVt.  inches.  There 
shall  be  a  marginal  number  every  fifth  line  of  each 
page;  the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on 
through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of  each 
Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
immediately  before  the  first  reading.  If  amend¬ 
ments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during  its  progress 
before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or  through 
the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  companies,  in 
addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule  98, 
fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company  are 
payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars  can 
be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

All  cheques  in  payment  of  fees  must  be  certified.
